LAND RECLAMATION IN EGYPT. 


An interesting account of a visit to an estate 
near Cairo with a description of the methods 
employed there for land reclamation, is contri- 
buted by a correspondent of the “Field.” 

A short journey from Cairo, he writes, lands 
one at a wayside station on the bank of one 
of the principal branches of the Nile, that in- 
teresting river on which depends the whole 
question of agriculture in Egypt. Running 
more or less parallel with it and the railway 
is one of -the numerous canals which carry its 
waters, under rules fixed by the Irrigation De 
partment, into the various districts under 
cultivation and from which it is again dis- 
persed by still smaller canals until finally 
spread over the land as required. The water 
from the river is conveyed into the canals by 
pumps on its banks, and in this locality may 
be seena great variety, the evgines beng 
both oil and steam, mostly of English manu- 
facture, though German and French makers 
seem to devote more thought to asia ie in 
working. 

Opposite the station is the manager’s (a hard 
working Scot) house, frum which a broad road 
runs through a newly-planted avenue of trees 
into the heart of the estate, passing en route 
the offices, stores, and stables; in the latter 
stand the horse., mules, and donkeys used by 
the employés, while the cattle used for plouzh 
ing, levelling, etce., are grazing on bersim 
(a kind of clover) a short distance away. By 
the side of the road runs a light railway, with 
trucks drawn by mules. This forms a valuable 
and rapid transport for machinery, materials, 
and crops about the property, and largely re 
duces the cost of labour and cartage. To iuspect 
the estate one can either ride on a small-seat 
ed car on this railway, or, better still’ get 
oue of the excellent donkeys of the country, 
which can carry aheavy man all day at about 
five miles an hour, even over bad ground.

The land here is the property of a company 
run largely under English management, and 
the result of the work proves how much more 
economical and continuous this is than when 
left to native or Levantine superintendents, 
This land within the last two years has, to 
the extent of some 5000 acres, been canalised 
and drained, and washed free of salt, at the 
same time that villages have been erected for 
the peasants, and the cultivation carried on by 
them on the principle of half shares with the 
landicrd, 

As soon as the land isin thorough good 
heart it is sold in small plots to the peasants 
whose one idea of increasing prosperity is to 
become a landowner. It is often asked why 
the peasant does not reclaim land for himself, 
but it is obvious to those who have visited 
these properties that individuals could not - 
start a system of canals and drainage unless all 
their neighbours agreed to join in. It is here 
that the companies are so useful, by buying 
large tracts of waste land and planning outa 
skilful scheme of levels, with the necessary 
pumps, canals, and drains ; they can naturally 
approach the Irrigation Department for a water 
supply, which would be impossible in the case 
of a lot of small owners with different interests. 

The soil in this part of the Gharbieh Pro- 
vince of the Delta, being so near sea-level, is 
impregnated with salt, but by constructing 
the vanals above the level of the land and the 
drains below, the water which floods the land 
carries the brine down with it into the 
drains, from which it is pumped tv the sea, 
The following year bersim crops may be 
grown, and if they ds well the cotton fullows 
aod it is from this that the large profits come, 
some of the land letting at £7 to £8 an acre. 
When it is considered that the waste land has 
in some cases been bought at £10 to £15 an 
acre, and with an expenditure varying from 
£6 to £10, with careful management can be 
sold, when in good bearing condition, at from 
£60 to £100 an acre, according to position 
near rail or river, the value of such work is 
clear, 

It is gratifying to see the friendly terms existe 
ing ‘between the English officials and peasants, 
and the use of steam cultivators, diggers, level- 
lers, &c., all of British manufacture, prove that 
some of our firms can adapt themselves to the 
needs of foreign countries. Compare the work 
of these machines with those of the country—a 
native with a wooden implement wrestling 
with a pair uf bullocks, one stopping, the 
other trying to turn round, and the whole 
moving at the rats ofa quarter of a mile an 
hour—and one wonders that any work was 
ever finished without them, It is only when 
land is deep in mud and water. that the 
cattle are indispensable, Egyptian research 
shows us much in the way of scientific 
skill known to the ancients, but the methods 
of agriculture seem to have been always 
the same until the European, with his 
machinery, appeared to hustle matters on, 
that there is not much new under this beau- 
tiful sun may be iastanced by an Egyptian 
incubator hatching eggs by the hundred ; the 
egys placed in layers with sand or chopped 
straw about them in a mud-brick hut, with 
only ahuman thermometer in the shape of 
an aged man, who regulates the warmth by his 
own feelings, Chickens a day old are sent about 
in crates by rail, a method not lony since 
discovered in England, Even the small boys 
scaring birds and armed with a long thonged 
whip used the double turn of the wrist that 
was formerly shown in English hunting fields 
as “the Beaufort crack,”

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EDUCATION IN EGYPT. 
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MINISTER AND FOREIGN LANGUAGES. 


The following is a translation of the spsech 
delivered by H E. Saad Zazloul Pasha, Minis- 
rer of Etncation, at the General A-sembly on 
Sanday last :— 


As an Egyptian I natarally should like 
inetruction in all the s-hoole to be givan 
throrgh the mediam of the langaage of oar 
sountry. What one wishes, however, cannot 
always be accomp'ished. Thare are difficalties 
‘hat make the idea impracticable at present 
[: is trae wa shonld endeavour to overcome 
and remove these d-fficilties, but they must, 
-@vertheless, be taken into account in any 
vractical consideration of the qnestion. The 
Government did not meke a European lan-, 
guage the linguistic basis of instrac ion on its 
own initiative or in pursuance of its own 
lesires, The interests of the nation and tha 
axample set by the people themselves are the 
real causes that prompted the Government to 
alopt the present system of instrastion. The 
situation of Ezypt as regards its relations with 
other countries and the consequent intermix: 
tnre of nativa and foreign interests have 
rendered it desirable that a Earopean lan- 
giage should be adopted as thd m:diam 
through which iostroction in various sciences 
éhnald be given. Pupils require an ade- 
quate knowledge of a Biropsan language in 
order that thay may benefit by Baropean 
civilization and may in their tura banefi: th-ir 
coun'ry. Ic is, moreover, to be noted that tha 
oresent age is one of practical as well ss intel- 
lectual activity, and aaless the na ives are 
fitted for adapting themselves to practical 
exigencies, foreign compatition will disable 
them in the affairs of l fa. Ths people them. 
se'ves felt ha need fur a Earopean education 
even before G@verament recognised the need, 
and conseqaently many parents sent their 
shildran to sach foreig. institations as the 
schools of the Frdres, the Jesaite, and the 
American Mission, in which they might obtain 
aach an edacation, the instraction in thess 
schools being given throagh the madifm of a 
European langaagae, The Gsvernment Srhrole 
were co weg tently deserted on account of thea 
Arabic langasge being the éxclasiva basia of 
instrastior, whilst those foreign schonls were 
in @ floarishing condition owiag to the larga 
namber of native chi'dren attending them 
Parents felt that the instraction given in ths 
Government Schools through the mediam of 
the mother tongae did not meet thair reqnire- 
mants When the Government began to realize 
the injury done to the papils throngh 
he continuance of the old system it was 
compelled to adapt its methods to practical 
reqnirements, and English or French was 
in some mersore msde the mediam of 
instruction. The papils from Government 
Schools were being ousted in tha stragele for 
life not only by foreigners who flicked into 
the country from all direc ims: to compete 
with us for the advantages offsred by otir 
conntry, bnt also by their compatriots educat- 
ad in the Earopean schools. The firat to maka 
the attempt to remedy this state of things, and 
n 1889 to nant it into execation, wa the la‘e 
Ali Pasha M boarsk. ths Minister ot E lacation, 
whose knowledge of the various sciences, whose 
wide experience in edacational qvestions. and 
whose g3al and eothosiasm to safegoard the 
interests of his country we all recogniee. 
A'thongh it is 8 long time since the adoption 
ot the plan by which a European Jangoage har 
taken a prominent part:in the edooational 
-yatem of the country, complaints are fre qnent- 
ly addreseed to the anthorities concerning the 
weakness «f the pupils in foreign languages 
Daring the short period of my occopation cf 
my pres:nt post several soch complaints hsv- 
bean bronght to my notice. I was recently ap- 
proached on this snbjact by ‘he bead :f a oer- 
tain Department, who stated th-t a short time 
ag: he had 24 vacancies for whicha know 
ladge of a Earopean language was an escential 
qial fication, and tbat as none of the appli- 


cants holding the Primary Certificate posres-67. 


a 8 fi sientacq»aintance with English or French 
he had been bonnd to elect foreigners for the 
po-ts. Daring my interview with him he asked 
me to examine this matter with a view to takirg 
soch measures 28 wouldensores supply of better 
«quipped popils. This weakness hss often been 
referred to in the Pres:, the Jatest occasion 
being @ letter poblished ty one of the news- 
papers on the lst inst, onder the signature of 
“Mostafa 8 bri”, ic which the writer bitter'y 
comp'ained of the weakne-s: f Egyptian pnpils 
in this respect. On the occasion of my visit to 
4 girls’ school in Fay:om, 1 noticed thst it 
was atte: ded by only a «mall nomber of pnyi s. 
Upon inquiry I was tld that the carse of the 
small attendance was the absence of a Baropean 
language from the course of inatraction Wher 
the schools belonging to the M -hame tan Bene- 
volent Soriety, of which I wasone of the 
founders, were established, we decided that 
there should ba no Earopean languages 
taught in these schools, bat we soon began 
to feel that we hai made a mistake and the 
teaching of the European language was subse- 
qnently int-oducedinto the curriculum of these 
schoo's, All the private schoo!s, which are free 
from Govarnmentcontrol, snd even those schools 
that are managed by persons who are moat 
fanatical about the Arab'c langusg*, have 
made the European langoage in some measure 
the linguistic basis of instruction.’ hs:eachools

@ nécessity. They could not be employed by 
binks or joint-stock compavie, nor could they 
play their part in the organisation of such 
companies, which have become so numeroas in 
o»rcountry. They woald, moreove, be debar- 
tod from becoming advocates in the Mixed 
Courts; or translators, and from employment 
in any of the remaverative posts in which 
lisgaistio effisiency is necessary and which 
have become so varied and nomerous in oor 
country. It mast be remembered, however, that 
even if such consideratione could be over- 
coked, and the proposed change at ono 
aitempted, the material d ffisalties involved 
must inevitably prevent its accomplish- 
nent. There diffisulties are connected with 
the recruitment of teachers qnal fied to 
tiach the various sntjts in Arabic, 
Whether soch d ffisulties have arisen through 
the policy pursaed by the Ministry of Edaca- 
tion; ax.Hs, Excellency Sheik Ali Youssef al- 
leges in his proposed scheme, or from other 
dseper causes which nead not be dilated 
000 on the present occasion, the existence of 
these d ffisulties cannot be denied. 1+ is obvious, ’ 
theref re, that any immediate action towards 
making tha Arabio language the lingnistic 
busis of instraction in the schoo's ie impracti- 
cble.

These peo- 
pie have an outside door, tut the above 
address might apply to eeveral other ontride 
doors, why not give them a number? Qpite 
recently this street has been renumbered, all 
the nombers changed, and the total number 
cnt down to 49, this heing the bighest nomber. 

I never write to sewspapers when another
